I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  part  of  the  Joint  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1970. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  proposal  to  site  a new  high  level 
reservoir  above  Hew  Radnor  village  with  a main  supply  pipe  to  Kinnerton 
has  resulted  in  several  unfit  properties  in  this  area  being  the  subject 
of  proposals  for  modernization.  Infact  one  property  has  already  been 
completed  and  is  waiting  for  this  new  water  supply. 

In  the  same  way,  the  realisation  of  a sewerage  scheme  for  Hew  Radnor 
village  will  result  in  remaining  properties  being  modernized  and  new 
buildings  being  erected  in  this  village.

Quality  - The  unsatisfactory  water  samples  at  Franksbridge  was  taken 
when  old  supply  was  still  in  use,  whilst  the  unsatisfactory  sample 
in  the  Hew  Radnor  area  occurred  following  a break-down  in  the 
treatment  plant. 

Quantity  - Mains  water  is  now  available  to  the  parishes  of  Hewchurch 
and  Weythel.  An  alternative  source  of  supply  has  been  connected  up  to 
existing  mains  in  the  Franksbridge  area  of  Glascwm  parish.  Existing 
main  in  Evenjobb  has  been  extended  to  afford  a piped  supply  to 
additional  properties.

Quantity  - Shortages  of  water  occurred  in  the  Kinnerton  and  Trewern 
parishes.  The  proposal  to  site  a high  level  reservoir  above 
New  Radnor  village,  and  lay  a main  to  beyond  Kinnerton  will  help 
to  solve  the  water  shortage  problem  in  this  area,  although  there 
would  still  be  some  properties  situated  on  high  ground  near  Ednol 
parish  that  would  not  be  able  to  obtain  a supply  of  water. 

Shortages  of  water  have  also  occurred  to  some  properties  in  the 
Evenjobb  village  area  probably  due  to  demand  exceeding  supply.

DRAINAGE  hM  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Existing  - The  two  small  treatment  works  at  Even  j obb  and  Gladestry 
treat  effluent  from  6 Council  houses  each. 

The  treatment  works  at  Llandegley  and  New  Radnor  in  addition 
to  their  respective  housing  sites  also  receive  effluent  from  the 
local  primary  schools/canteens,  etc. 

The  new  treatment  works  at  Old  Radnor  came  into  operation 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Proposed  - Tenders  have  now  been  invited  for  the  proposed  sewerage 
and  sewage  treatment  works  for  the  village  of  New  Radnor.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  work  will  have  commenced  by  the  spring  of  1971 • 

It  is  understood  that  the  erection  of  the  new  primary  school  will 
also  have  commenced  by  then,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  two 
schemes  go  ahead  together,  as  the  existing  treatment  works  at 
New  Radnor  is  not  able  to  treat  the  additional  effluent  that  would 
come  from  the  new  and  much  larger  school. 

The  Council  agreed,  in  conjunction  with  Rhayader  R.D.C.,  that 
their  consultants  be  asked  to  carry  on  with  a further  stage  in  their 
scheme  for  a joint  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  part  of 
Llandegley  parish,  and  that  detailed  drawings  of  same  be  prepared. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  continues  to  be  carried  out  by 
contract  and  disposal  is  by  means  of  tipping  on  three  separate 
refuse  tips. 

Bins  are  placed  out  beside  the  highway,  and  a twice  monthly 
collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district 
is  carried  out. 

During  the  past  year  (conservation  year)  the  Council’s  attention 
has  been  drawn  to  the  three  existing  refuse  tips  in  their  district. 
Whilst  these  refuse  tips  are  unsightly,  they  are  kept  in  such  a 
condition  as  not  to  be  a health  hazard.  There  is  a growing  feeling 
that  all  raw  refuse  should  be  treated  in  some  way  before  it  is 
finally  disposed  of  for  land  reclamation,  either  by  pulverization 
or  incineration.  Taken  as  a long  term  policy  it  would  be  in  the 
Council’ s best  interest  to  consider  the  complete  incineration  of  their 
refuse  in  a plant  that  could  be  sited,  and  made  available,  to 
neighbouring  authorities  who  I am  sure  are  facing  similar  problems. 
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HOUSING 


Housing  Survey  - Below  is  a revised  list  showing  present  standard 
of  fitness  of  houses  in  the  districts  -

It  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  deal  with  15  sub-standard 
houses  a year  and  thereby  rid  themselves  of  unfit  properties 
inside  the  next  four  years.  Whilst  this  looks  good  on  paper, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  with  the  higher  standard  of  living  that 
is  expected  these  days,  the  standard  of  fitness  of  dwellings 
could  also  be  raised  and  this  would  result  in  additional  unfit 
properties  in  the  area. 

Private  dwellings  - Five  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  and 

there  were  no  houses  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  One  further  house  was  gained 
by  the  conversion  of  one  house  into  two  separate 
dwellings . 

Council  houses  - The  erection  of  four  council  houses  at  Old 

Radnor  to  Parker  Morris  standard  was  commenced 
and  completed  within  the  year.  Adaptations 
were  carried  out  to  one  of  these  dwellings 
to  make  it  suitable  for  a handicapped  person 
who  was  being  re-housed.  This  brings  the  total 
number  of  council  houses  in  the  district  to 
46,  all  of  them  being  three  bedroom  houses. 

The  Council  decided  to  try  and  purchase 
more  land  for  housing  in  the  New  Radnor  area, 
with  a view  to  building  some  old  peoples 
bungalows.  Several  of  their  existing  council 
houses  are  under-occupied,  and  if  these  older 
tenants  could  be  re-housed,  three  bedroom  houses 
would  be  made  available  for  younger  families. 

Slum  Clearance  - One  unfit  property  was  demolished  to  make  way 

for  road  improvements  and  undertakings  not  to 
re-let  were  received  in  respect  of  eight  other 
unfit  dwellings.

It  will  be  noticed  that  Housing  Grants  amounting  to  approximately 
£7,000  have  been  allocated  during  the  year  under  review.  It  makes 
sound  economic  sense  to  spend  £1,000  on  grant  towards  improving  an 
old  house  to  a good  standard  when  you  consider  that  it  would  cost 
at  least  nearly  £4,000  to  provide  a new  house  of  a similar  standard. 
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Caravan  sites 


There  are  four  holiday  caravan  sites  in  the  area  each  with  siting 
space  for  12  caravans.  There  are  also  8 individual  caravan  sites 
in  the  area  3 of  which  are  occupied  as  residential  sites. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  continue  to  make  free  poison  bait  available  for 
treatment  to  domestic  premises.  Farm  premises  carry  out 
treatments  directly  themselves  or  through  private  operators. 

One  serious  complaint  was  received  of  rat  infestation  in  a 
dwelling  house.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  infestation  occurred 
due  to  neglect  by  the  occupiers.  Once  notified  the  infestation 
was  promptly  and  successfully  dealt  with.

Further  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  to  one  public  house  and  complete  reconstruction  and 
modernization  is  being  carried  out  to  another  public  house, 
with  a view  to  providing  private  bathrooms,  etc.,  to  each 
bedroom.
